Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant described the invention using Figure 25 to show the wave- 
like parting line. Applicant also described the mold for forming the bladder using Figure 16 wherein protrusions that are 
separate from the mold that forms the bladder pre-bend the parison prior to bonding. This forms an even thickness in 
the upper ; lower, and side surfaces. 

Applicant proposed an amendment to claim 12 to describe the non-linear parting line by a first portion adjacent to the 

upper surface, a second portion adjacent to the lower surface, and a third portion between. 

Examiner indicated that such a parting line is shown in Figure M-M of Application 75100322. 

Applicant discussed that the bladder from Application 75100322 cannot be formed by a parison in a blow molding 

process. 

Examiner indicated that such arguments and amendments to the claims would be taken into consideration. 
Applicant also discussed claim 32 in that none of the references show a mold with protrusions and indentations that 
form parts other than the chamber. Applicant indicated that having excess material outside of the mold is standard; 
however, none show a mold with indentations and protrusions as in Applicant's invention. 

Examiner indicated that the indentations and protrusions are related to forming the parting line as discussed previously 
and that similar amendments and arguments would be considered. 

Applicant indicated that amendments to claim 32 would be made to clarify the invention by stating that only some 
surfaces of the protrusions and indentations do not form the chamber. 
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
